BER LIN , June 28—<fr—The west­ 
ern Allies Saturday protested to the 
Russians that “ inhumane” shack­ 
les have been put on the people of 
Berlin by East Zone Communists. 
In identical notes, the three West­ 
ern commandants demanded the 
Russians either tell their puppet 
East Zone authorities to stop re­ 
stricting the free movement of Ber­ 
liners or arrange conipensation for 
the thousands of innocent people 
suffering "untold distress.” 
West 
Berlin authorities said 


16.000 West Berliners with prop­ 
erty in the Fast Zone have regis­ 
tered in a City C ouncil survey of 
those affected by the restric­ 
tions. 
The notes were delivered as East 
German Communists stepped up 
their assault on the nerves of West 
Berliners to mark the visit of U. S. 
Secretary of State Dean Acheron to 
the Soviet-surrounded city. 
A cheson* morale building visit 
is ostensibly to lay the cornerstone 
of the American Memorial Library 
in Berlin But his presence in the 
city at this tense period is physical 
reaffirmation of Western determi­ 
nation to stand by the beleaguered 
former capital, which now- lies 
deep in Soviet-occupied territory.

Fireworks As 
July 4 Killer 


As a Fourth of July killer, 1 h e 
I automobile has almost replaced the 
flesh-mangling fireworks and the 
tetanus producing blank cartridge 
pistol of a half a century ago. 
With a long week-end 
holiday 
coming up this year, an insurance 
company points out our last long 
week-end 
Fourth of July 
holiday, 
that of 1950, saw 491 traffic deaths. 
In 1951, with a one day, midweek 
Fourth, the national holiday 
pro­ 
duced a much smaller traffic total, 
variously reported at from 91 to 105 
deaths. 
In 1903. the Fourth of-,1uly week­ 
end saw 466 deaths due to f i r e 
works. Of these, 406 resulted from 
tetanus, which in turn was cairned 
principally by germ laden wadding 
blown into hands and faces from 
blank cartridges. 
The 1903 holocaust from tetanus 
resulted in severe restrictions being 
placed on the sale of blank car­ 
tridge pistols in many cities. By 
1905 when July 4, as in 1951, came 
in the middle of the week. 
total 
fireworks deaths dropped to 158. 
Of the 158, 75 deaths 
resulted 
from tetanus: 38 were from gunshot 
wounds, including 14 persons killed 
by stray bullets—many people did 
not believe in using the tetanus- 
producing blanks, so they shot reg­ 
ular cartridges instead! 
Fires resulting from fireworks 
burned 18 people to death; another 
18 were killed in miscellaneous ex­ 
plosions which occurred during the 
day’s celebrations. C a n n o n and 
cannon crackers killed 
seven: 
a 
rocket killed one, and one died in a 
runaway after the horse was fright * 
ened by a cannon-cracker 
In succeeding years the fireworks 
toll continued to decline as a mount­ 
ing tide of public feeling against 
the useless annual disaster resulted 
in more and more legal restrictions 
on the use of explosives, w h i l e 
"safe and-sane” public celebrations 
became the vogue 
In 1951 only three deaths were 
reported from fireworks for the en 
tire United States.

vengeful “ An eye for an e y e ” is 
taking on an additional and very 
different m eaning these days. 


Moved by an impulse that in 
its generosity may well take its 
root in the Bible, many hundred i 
Americans each year 
leave 
to 
their fellowmen a legacy 
more 
precious than any of their earth- | 
Iv possessions—the gift of sight. 


They are doing this by donating 
their eyes to the Eye Bank 
f o r 
Sight Restoration, a national organ 
izatum whose m ajor purpose is to 
collect, 
preserve 
and 
distribute 
healthy corneas from hum an eyes 
for transplanting to blind persons 
who have lost their sight because 
of corneal defects. 


Once the eye has been separated 
from the hum an body, it continues 
to “ live,” and be of use. for 72 
hours if pro|>erly cared for 
a n d 
preserved. 
What happens to it during that 
short, crucial period is of vital im ­ 
portance, for the eye that is of no 
further use to the m an in Detroit 
m ay restore sight to a little boy in 
New York

The only institution of its scope 
in the world, it has established a 
cross-country network for the swift 
transportation of the perishable and 
precious tissue. It has also trained 
several hundred surgeons to p e r­ 
form the delicate grafting ojiei ation 
and has enlisted som e 150 hospitals 
to aid in making eyes available.

When an eye or a 
flair of eyes become available any­ 
where in the country, they are sal 
vaged. placed in a special therm os 
container packed with ice and ru sh ­ 
ed by air to New York where they 
are exam ined and classified.

and cultivate a positive hopeful a t­

But don’t look for m iracles.

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CUT RATE RAIL FARES 


AFTER SOME preliminary backing and 


filling, a group of 14 eastern railroads has 


announced a series of group and family 


fares which will become effective before 


the end of the month. These roads have 


fallen in line with plans announced earlier 


by the New York Central. 


Under a “family*’ plan, children under 12 
can ride free while those lintier 16 can ride 
for half fare when accompanied by an adult 
who has bought a round trip coach ticket. 
Three or more adults, or a couple and two 
children, can get a 25 per cent fare reduc­ 
tion. 


In recent years the only dispensation the 
railroads have offered was the military fur­ 
lough rate, and, despite successively higher 
rates granted bv the Interstate Commerce 
Com m ission to meet increased wages and 
other costs, passengei revenues continued 
to lag. 


M eanwhile the airlines had offered at­ 
tractive fare cuts, air coach rates, and oth­ 
er com e-ons which succeeded in boosting 
the number of passenger miles flown stead­ 
ily upward. 


This frank bid for vacation business 
should have favorable repercussions for 
the railroads. F«»r the first time since the 
war the upward trend in the price of rail 
travel is being revel ^ed This mav prove 
to be one of the best pieces of public rela­ 
tions which the railroads have tried.

At the bottom of all this is a sagging 
moral standard which seem s less impor­ 
tant to many titan maintenance of a high 
standard of living 
It is materialism versus 
moralism, and the human family has been 
involved in that struggle since the begin­ 
ning of time.

The T rft people have naturally made an 


issue of the withdrawal of the American 
troops from the Elbe, thus giving Berlin to 
the Russians. It is good political propa- j 
ganda against an opponent on his record. 
It is not unlike the attack on Taft for his 
authorship of the Taft-Hartley Act, which 
is his record. General Eisenhower had stat­ 
ed that what occurred there was due en- ; 
tirely to his judgment and decision 
and 
that it would have cost 10,000 American 
lives to take Berlin, which he would not do 
because the mothers of the 10,000 would 
have objected. 


Should General Eisenhower be nominat­ 
ed by the Republicans, the Democrats will 
naturally raise this issue, as the Taft peo­ 
ple are doing now. Their advantage will be 
possession of the Pentgon files, w h i c h 
ought not to be used for political advan­ 
tage but which could be if President Tru­ 
man so decided. 


I wanted to get this story from an ey e­ 
witness, from one who was with the troops 
at the time. and I turned naturally to a re­ 
porter. It is true that Paul Manning is a 
Taft partisan; yet he was a war corres­ 
pondent for the Mutual network and was 
with General George S. Patton Jr. 
from 
Normandy to Metz, writing and broadcast­ 
ing battlefield reports. He is probably the 
only correspondent who reported both the

He has 
been cited for outstanding work by mili­ 
tary officials. 


So I asked him to give me what he saw', 
and while his statement is too long for the 
space allotted this column, I shall give as 
much as I can: 


. .Let’s look at the situation as it real­ 
ly existed on the field of battle in t h a t 
month of 1945 when our troops were mov­ 
ing so swiftly toward Berlin. I was there 
and this is what I saw. German resistance 
had crumbled. The Second Armored Divi­ 
sion, spearhead of the American advance 
on Berlin, was moving at the phenomenal 
rate of 40 miles a d a y . German soldiers in 
division strength were surrendering. 
In­ 
deed the rate of surrender was so great 
that German units marched in formation 
under their own officers back t h r o u g h 
American lines seeking prisoner of war 
stockades to lay down their equipment. 


“ Upon reaching the Elbe, engineers of 
the Second Armored Division promptly be­ 
gan laying pontoon bridges while soldiers 
and officers impatiently waited to resume 
the advance. One German 88 millimeter 
gun battery and a handful of enemy sol­ 
diers barred the crossing but within min­ 
utes 
after 
our 
own 
heavy 
guns 
were 
brought into position, this resistance was 
silenced. 


“The point of crossing was to be in the 
area of Magdeburg, a fine ancient city long 
ago reduced to rubble, a city of empty bar­ 
racks and hungry people who welcomed 
the American entry because it meant an 
end to war. As American officers mar­ 
shaled their forces for the crossing of the 
Elbe. the order suddenly cam e from Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower's headquarters, hundreds

SUNGLASSES are usually not 
dark enough to give ad eq u ate 
protection. R esearch h as show n 
th a t the d ark er th e glasses, th e 
b etter they p rotect th e eyes from 
the 111 effects of sunlight. 
It Is said th a t If th e eyes of a 
person w earing «, un glasses can be 
seen by a person looking th ro u g h 
th e lenses, th en th e lenses are n o t 
d ark enough. 
Retina loses Sensitivity 
If a person exposes him self to 
too m uch bright su n lig h t w ith ­ 
o u t the protection of d ark glasses, 
th e retin a of th e eye loses some 
of it* sensitivity. T his is th e p a rt 
of th e eye th a t receives th e lig h t 
Im p u lse s, a n d 
t h e r e f o r e 
th e 
sharp n ess of vision is im paired. 
T he elfect is usually noticeable 
rig h t a fte r th e eyes have been 
exposed too long. T h e person's 
ad a p ta tio n to th e d ark m ay be 
slow for days or even weeks a fte r- | 
ward, a n d m ay be a n Im p o rta n t 
cause of both in d u strial a n d a u - 1 
tomobile accidents.

Both light a n d d ark 
glasses absorb these rays ad e­ 
quately.

Vision Reduced 
M any tim es, a fte r exposure to 
sunlight, vision is reduced by one- 
half its n o rm al value, a n d even 
more. Thus, n ig h t driving, afte r 
a day at th e beach w ithout s u n ­ 
glasses, can be very dangerous. 
T he loss is m ainly In d ark a d a p ­ 
tation to vision, a n d n ig h t vision 
is extrem ely retard ed . 
It thus seem s advisable to a . old 
excessive exposure of th e eyes to 
sunlight, a n d to w ear d a rk s u n ­ 
glasses to m inim ize th e fife d * of 
solar rad iatio n on the eyes.

In Pickaway County, soil surveys 
have shown that almost all of the
